for Angus breeders thru Mex- 
ico this winter is a good one, 
in fact a very important one 
for the breeders of the Bonny 
Blacks. I would also suggest 
that you stop at the agricul- 
tural schools in Texas and 
New Mexico also and get the

who will be in the market for cattle later on. The impression this 
would have on some of them is bound to stick and will show up 
later when they are looking for cattle. 

The fact that Mexico is buying cattle should warrant the Angus 
breeders to try and get in on the ground floor before some one else 
does. Everyone that wants beef cattle should be a good prospect 
for Aberdaen-Angus, regardless of their preference for some other 
breed, I would consider them a good prospect until they are sold, 
and its usually the first impression they get of a breed that sticks 
to them if they are in the market later. The young men are more 
easily converted than the old ones, who have become too set in their 
ways and are in some cases really too bull-headed to acknowledge 
that there may be something 
as good or better than they 
have been used to all their

ime of control in meat prices, 

quality was at a distinct disadvantage: there was little discrimina- 
tion on any point but that of weight, for the grading system was 
carried out on broad lines. During that time Aberdeen-Angus did 
not enjoy that premium over other sorts which had become the 
breed’s heritage as the results of generations of successful efforts 
in the evolution of what was most suitable for the requirements of 
the retail butcher, who has to study closely the wishes of his cus- 
tomers. But this temporary disadvantage has not been without 
its far-reaching benefits to the Aberdeen-Angus. During the time 
of control and the official distribution of cattle for slaughter, the 
Black Polled cattle were at times sent from some of the leading 
feeding districts to centres where the marvellous flesh properties 
of this type were scarcely known. It was not long ere the retail 
butchers in these centres were impressed by the great characteris- 
tics of an Aberdeen-Angus carcass—absence of waste, and presence 
of a large proportion of meat on the prime cuts. Hence a demand 
was created for the Aberdeen-Angus type of cattle in many new 
centres, and it is to this that market students trace the present ex- 
istence of a greater demand than ever for this class of cattle at 
every sale at which they are offered. Recent market quotations 
have shown that for the Black Polled cattle of quality, and weigh- 
ing from 1,000 Ibs. to 1,200 Ibs., there has been a keener enquiry 
than for any other sort, and that too at prices ranging from ten 
shillings to one pound more per cwt. live weight. It is quality

These figures are significant and they form a practical test as 
to the relative values which is not peculiar to this year more than 
to preceding years. Treated on a general average, the Aberdeen- 
Angus were making 1s 4d per stone more than Shorthorns, and 
1s 7d per stone more than Herefords, and on the same basis a 
twelve ewt. Aberdeen-Angus would make £82 12s as compared with 
£71 8s for a Shorthorn and £69 6s for a Hereford. 

_ On the principle that the greater includes the less it might suf- 
fice to say that at the London Smithfield Club’s Show, the most im- 
portant of the British Fat Stock Shows, the Aberdeen-Angus pro- 
vided not only the champion over all breeds, but the reserve cham- 
pion as well. This, however, great victory as it is, would not con- 
vey the all-sweeping successes of the breed throughout Great 
Britain. Aberdeen and Edinburgh may be said to cover the whole 
of Scotland so far as leading exhibits of fat stock are concerned, 
and at both these shows the championships were won by pure br 
Aberdeen-Angus, with animals showing double crosses of that breed 
in the reserve places.

More Quality and Less Quantity. 


Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

Just go with me for a little drive through 
any stock and farm country. What kind of 
stock do we see? 

Most men realize that the general appear- 
ance of their farms—buildings, fences and 
fields help them in their business but why 
do they not realize that the appearance of 
their stock helps or hinders fully as much.

All will agree that a bunch of the same 
kind, with quality, will sell to better advan- 
tage in all ways and the appearance alone 
will more than pay for the extra efforts. 

This is not a plea for any special kind and 
it will also apply to the hogs, the sheep and 
the chickens on the average farm. 

Select the kind you like best, stay by it 
and develop all there is in it. 

We are all fighting for an existence just 
now with any color and kind but is it not an 
opportune time for each one to get this idea 
to working and as we sell try and sell the 
undesirable and replace it with our ideal as 
soon as possible. 

Is it not the time for us to at least put a 
registered sire of the kind we want at the 
head of the herd? It is surprising how soon 
this will make the change desired. 

The “come down” from the unreasonable 
prices on good breeding stock will surely 
give the small breeder a chance to start. Ii. 
is not because it was impossible to do this 
before but we have been too busy and pos- 
sibly too careless to think of these things 
for our own good. 

If any one wishes my personal preference 
as to kind I must say, after twenty years of 
“try out,” I am a Doddie booster and cer- 
tainly enjoy looking down over the pasture. 
as we approach the old ranch, and see the 
Bonnie Blacks and all blacks. The appear- 
ance shows that some one is trying to do 
something regardless of high taxes and hard 
times. 

Others seem to be coming our way ani 
the results at the International and other 
shows the past twenty years not only en- 
courage but force them to do so. 

I like the ideas of our optomistic friend 
Editor Crawford as expressed in your De- 
cember 26th Journal. Let us study the situa- 
tion seriously and do our part toward de- 
veloping a more permanent agriculture and 
removing the gambling elements from our 
farming practice.

issued aid mention of George Williamson, who died 
in 1828, I was instrumental in inducing the yo 
York Public Library in securing these volumes ia 
I had noted catalogued in one of these lists issu 
by certain “old-book” sellers in Britain. This sev 
was fortunately acquired and, at the first opportun- 
ity was examined. The result was as anticipated, 
the volume for 1823 immediately yielded what I had 
thought ought to be there. In the issue for May, 
1823, pp. 253-4, I found the following ‘ obituary : 

“Died at St. John’s Hill, upon the 18th ult, in the 
75th year of his age, George Williamson, the most 
extensive cattle dealer in Aberdeenshire, or perhaps 
in Scotland. 

“Mr, Williamson began to deal in cattle when only 
18 years of age and continued almost to the day of 
his death, being a period of 57 years; and while 
Aberdeenshire and the North of Scotland in general 
derived great benefit from his enterprising spirit, in 
opening up the English market, and carrying the 
cattle south almost to London, he perhaps conferred 
still greater and mare permanent advantages upon 
his native county, by his skill and exertions in the 
improvement of the native breed and by a judicious 
introduction of such cows and bulls from Fifeshire 
(the breed of which county stood in high public esti- 
mation), as has tended to bring the cattle to their 
present state of perfection. It was a principle of 
Mr. Williamson to take every means in his power 
to improve the native breed, but he uniformly dis- 
approved of the system which has prevailed in other 
districts of crossing with English or Galloway bulls; 
and his advice and example have gone far towards 
preserving pure the Aberdeenshire stock, now so well 
known in every market of the south. 

“At a very early period he associated his brother 
James Williamson,-Bethelnie, in partnership with him 
who entered into his views with a zeal and activity 
scarcely inferior to his own; and during all the vi- 
cissitudes of a particularly dangerous and precarious 
trade for such a long period, the brothers and a son 
of George Williamson (who became a partner at a 
later period) maintained a fair, honourable and _ ir- 
reproachable character. 

“It is believed that no person in any situation ever 
underwent greater bodily fatigue than did the late 
George Williamson in the prosecution of his business ; 
and it is to be regretted that his most arduous and 
unwearied exertions were not accompanied, in his 
later years, with that success which was the anxious 
desire of all who knew him. The Aberdeenshire Agri- 
cultural Association, shortly after its formation, took 
an opportunity of presenting Mr. Williamson with an 
elegant snuffbox, having a suitable ‘inscription, ex- 
pressive of the sense they entertained of his distin- 
guished services to the agirculture of the country: 
and we understand the same society have it in con- 
‘emplation to erect a monument in the churchyard of 
Fyvie to perpetuate his memory as an honest man and 
as the father of that important trade to which his 
life was devoted. 


— 


“As a private character. Mr. Williamson will long 
be remembered in the circle in which he moved. Pos- 
sessed of the most lively imagination, and of a 
shrewdness and humour peculiar to himself, he was 
always a most welcome guest whereever he appeared.” 

This obituary notice is unsigned; but it may very 
likely have been written by Dr. Skene-Keith, who 
was a frequent contributor to the magazine; being 
characterized by “the conductor” as the editor per- 
ferred to designate himself, as “known for his writ- 
ings and experiments on distillation and malting.” 
The reverend doctor, minister of Keith-Hall parish, 
Aberdeenshire, was the author of the famous “Gen- 
eral View of Agriculture of Aberdeenshire” which 
contained the opinions and descriptions of the great 
George Williamson himself relating to the native 
breeds in the country. 

The writer, whoever he was, of tl.is obituary de- 
serves oun grateful thanks for the information he 
gives us—little he thought it would be valued so much 
in years to come, for he effectually disposes of the 
myth in this northern country at least of the presence 
of the Galloway bull; as well as of the suggestion of 
the wholesale use of English bulls. It was the lairds, 
who presumptuously may have thought themselves 
superior in judgment, as to the best means of bring- 
ing about improvement, that were responsible for 
the presence on their own home farms of these few 
English bulls at the time noticed, for example, by 
Andrew Wight in his surveys. 

And on this point we also found in an article deal- 
ing with the agriculture of Perthsire (Nov. 1807, 
p 436) the writer says, “Bulls from Teeswater and 
Galloway are likewise found among us, but it is 
merely because foreign fowls are thought to have 
fine feathers that we prefer any of these to the West 
Highland breed’? which is eulogized as follows: ‘In 
symmetry of body this breed is surpassed by none in 
facility of fattening, and quality of beef, it is equalled 
by few and in hardiness it excells all. Nor have I 


a doubt but that the day is fast approaching when 
the West Highland, and Hebridian breed of cattle 
will be as much sought after as thuse of the counties 
of Durham, Hereford, Devon, ete. etc., are at pres- 
ent.” (p. 436); which prophecy would undoubtedly 
have come true had the breed been a habitat of the 
lowlands instead of the highlands. But not being 
that it had not those famous improvers, the William- 
sons and the McCombies, to take it in hand. But as 
the same characteristics and qualities of the West 
Highland were inherent in the lowlands, but much 
more ameliorated and mellow in character in the low- 
lands, we see that the Scottish breeds were just 
as the Englishman reported to Sir John Sinclair. 

But that is not all we are indebted for to this 
Farmer’s Magazine. In its volumes for 1806 and 7 
we have excellent reports of the great Smithfield 
Club shows, in which we find the name of Mr. Paul 
Giblett mentioned as taking a prominent part in 
the selection of the site for the show and also as 
becoming treasurer succeeding, in this the famous 
Arthir Young, who had been secretary-treasurer. This 
Mr. Giblett was of course the father of the no less 
celebrated John Giblett, William McCombie’s London 
salesman. In these reports remarkably welcome de- 
scriptions are given of thé prizewinners (1806-1807) ; 
and, besides, complete figures relating to the weight 
of the carcase and offals. In the March number for 
1808 the show of the previous December is dealt with. 
Among the classes were those in which Herefords, 
Devons and Shorthorns appeared. 

In Class VIII. for oxen or steers of any descrip- 
tion under weight of 120 stone, whether worked or 
not, fed without corn or cake. Prize of ten Guineas 
to Mr. Samuel Chandler’s Black Scotch Highland Ox. 
According to the certificate of Mr. Chandler of More- 
ton, near Aylsebury, Bucks, and the attestation of 
Mr. Richard Griffin and Mr. Henry Chandler, this 
ox was purchased in a lean state in the autumn of 
1806; lay out in a pasture during the whole of the fol- 
lowing winter without any fodder; continued at grass 
till the 10th October 1807; since which time he has 
had hay and Sweedish turnips. : 

“The return from Philip Reynolds, butcher, of No. 
123 High Street, Burough, who killed this ox, states 
the dead weights as follow:

in distribution, and more strongly still in 
evidence when the butchers were purchas- 
ing their supplies for their Christmas cus- 
tom. The victories won in Scotland are all 
the more noteworthy when it is recalled that 
here too is the home of the beef Shorthorn, 
and in winning as it has this year and so 
many previous years, the breed is entitled 
to all the kudos which is implied by its suc- 
cessful competition with a breed having the 
repu‘ation of the Scotch Shorthorn. In Eng- 
land it might be expected that the Aberdeen- 
Angus would not fare so well, but exactly 
the contrary is the case, for threugh the 
medium of the English Fat Stock Shows the 
breed has come to be more widely known 
than ever it would have been had its vic- 
tories been confined to the Scottish Shows, 
far-reaching as the results of its many tri- 
umphs there have been. In Scotland the 
breed is better known, and that is the ex- 
planation of the fact that under the Board 
of Agricu'ture’s Premium Scheme the num- 
ber of Aberdeen-Angus sires used since the 
start of the Scheme in 1912 has increased 
by 1,040 per cent, as against 496 per cent 
in the case of Shorthorn bulls. In England 
the Aberdeen-Angus has not got such a hold 
under the Premium Scheme, though these 
continued successes by the breed and its 
crosses are resulting in a very substantial 
improvement in the demand for bulls for 
crossing purposes. That during the past 
twentv-seven Smithfield Shows there should 
have been fifteen Aberdeen-Angus Cham- 
pions as against seven for Shorthorns, two 
for Herefords. and three for Cross-breds, 
would in itself direct attention to the great 
beef merits of the Aberdeen-Angus. But the 
claims of the breed are being brought more 
closely home to the general body of farmers 
in England by being sent for competition 
at the local shows. A championship and re- 
serve championship at Norwich and Birm- 
ingham and a championship at York, the 
capital of England’s greatest Shorthorn 
county, had their significant complements 
at many different points throughout that 
country.

champion and a reserve champion, while at 
such a point as Plymouth, the headquarters 
of the West of England Fat Stock Society, 
the champion this year was an Aberdeen- 
Angus heifer. The list could be extended 
indefinitely, but this is not considered neces- 
sary; the different show centres which have 
been mentioned, from the North of Scotland 
to the South of England, and from the East. 
to the West, and the successes there won 
provide striking evidence of how admirably 
the Aberdeen-Angus meets any varying con- 
ditions to which it may be subjected within 
the bounds of the British Isles. 

And what as to the conditions abroad? 
Take the great cattle country of Argentina 
where a few years ago the breed had no 
recognized place. By sheer achievement it 
has forced itself to the very fore front, and 


_ at the Argentina Fat Stock Show this year 


both championship and reserve champion- 
ship fell to Aberdeen-Angus steers, while 
the much coveted Swift Cup for the bess 
group of three steers was also carried off by 
the Aberdeen-Angus. Little wonder that the 
Press of that country are directing attention 
to the steady gain in popularity as the ex- 
traordinary merits of the breed become more 
generally known, and their remarks lost 
none of their point when later on the car- 
cass results in the competition for the great- 
est yield of first-class meat showed the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus in first and second places. It 
is through quality that the Argentine meat. 
will retain its place on the British market, 
and the more strictly the meat from that 
country is graded, the greater will be the 
progress the Aberdeen-Angus will make.

The 
grand champion of the show was a blue- 
grey from an Aberdeen-Angus dam and by 
a Shorthorn sire; the best steer herd of 
three were all out of an Aberdeen-Angus 
dam, two being by a Shorthorn sire, and 
one by a Hereford, while of the steer herd 
of five, three were pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus, and the other two were by Shorthorn 
sires, and out of Aberdeen-Angus dams. 
Such results are suggestive; even more so 
perhaps than a recurrence of any of the pre- 
vious “All Black” years would have been. 
conveying their own practical lessons as ‘to 
the combinations which make for success in 
the breeding and feeding of cattle for the 
butcher on a commercial basis. Although 
the market demand is for a less weighty an- 
imal than in former years, and though the 
neatly boned, closely fleshed type is the most 
marketable commodity in the meat trade. 
quality and quantity combined constitutes 
and always must constitute the ideal of the 
feeder for the butcher’s block. No bree’ 


combines those two properties to a greater 
extent than the Aberdeen-Angus.

; po reader of these lines had opportunity of exam- 
the details given in all the other carease and 
offal weights he would have noticed that the third 
line invariably read ‘*Hide and horns,” the weights of 
these varying from 16 Ibs. to 10 while in the third 
line of this Black Scotch Highland ox, however, there

is a conspicuous absence of the word “horns’’! We 
have simply “Hide’’ with the weight which would 
indicate that there were no horns on the animal to 
weigh, and consequently the butcher did not set then 
down with the “Hide’—remarkable precision for suc. 
a detail of exactitude and accuracy, for which we now 
commend him. 

This “Black Scotch Highland ox 
we may assume, a Black Polled Scotch ox, being 
from the north of Scotland, proving the contention 
of the Englishmen who wrote to Sir John Sinclair as 
to the qualities of the Scottish breeds; and being 
without horns therefore to be regarded as belonging 
to the northern, not the southern, variety of the 
polled—as the name of the latter being so celebrate1 
would certainly have keen used had this particular 
Seotch Highland ox keen one of that breed. 

What a pity his place of purchase or 
failed to impress the feeder and be recorded. He was 
of course presumably purchased from one of the 
great dealers of the time, maybe at some English 
fair. 

These reports of the Smithfield Club might have 
well been incorporated in the accounts of the shows 
in the history of the Smithfield Club; from which 
nothing can be gleaned to identify these Scots cattle 
exhibited there as polled, if any of them were so 
characterized. But here in these two volumes of 
the Farmer's Magazine we have evidence of one Black 
Seotech Highland ox without horns exhibited and win- 
ning a prize of ten guienes in a class open to oxen 
of any description under 126 st. weight. 

These Highland Scots were a famous breed. Sir 
John Sinclair in his “Account of the Husbandry of 
Seotland,” Section on Live Stock, reproduces the re- 
mark of a respectable English correspondent, that 
“in regard to the beauty of form, and quickness ot 
feeding the Scots cattle are equal to any’’ of the 
English breeds (p. 228, June 1812). As showing the 
high regard observed in Aberdeenshire towards farm 
animals as noted in regard to the parish of Tough 
we also pick this out- “Beasts are universally weil 
treated in Aberdeenshire—the horses being favourites 
of the guide man, the cows of the guide wife. Some 
old whimsical wives go so far as to cover their 
stirkies (one-year-olds) with old clothes ; and this has

given rise to the observation that were the country 
to fall into idolatry the wives would set up the image 
of a cow” (p. 137, May 21). “Agriculture in Bu- 
chan.” 

Many of the articles on the counties and their 
breeding operations are by authors of these General 
Views, and were evidently prepared for publication 
in both the magazine and in them. The Farmer's 
Magazine, indeed, would seem to have been favored 
by the Board of Agriculture, on this account; per- 
haps it was under the patronage of Sir John Sinclair 
himself, as he was residing in Edinburgh during the 
years covered by the publication. 

The report that George Williamson made to Dr. 
Skene-Keith being from one actually engaged in the 
improvement of the native cattle, the first indeed to 
do so consciously, with purpose aforethought, to create 
a breed better adapted to supply his need as a great 
dealer, of better bullocks for the markets, and the 
great trade south, must surely be regarded as of 
as great importance as, for instance, a bill of rights 
or a magna charta. Mr. Williamson’s information 
is condensed and tabulated in Dr. Skene-Keith’s book, 
a photographie reproduction of which will appear in 
the valume into which these articles will be arranged 
when complete. Meantime it may be interesting to 
give a brief analysis of this table. It includes four 
breeds: 1. Largest English or Foreign Breed. 2. 
Largest Scotch or Fifeshire, mixed with native. 3. 
Native and unmixed lowland Breed of Aberdeenshire. 
1. Native and unmixed Highland. I contributed an 
analysis of this table and the evident identification 
of the native breeds mentioned in it to MacDona!d 
and Sinclair when they were preparing their volume 
on ‘‘Polled Cattle’? and it was incorporated therein. 
The first is easily disposed of as being the breed 
that the lairds here and there attempted to raise. 
The second breed is also easily disposed of. From 
Mr. Bareclay’s former paper in the Transactions, and 
from other sources, we identify this as the Aber- 
deenshire Horned breed. Then the third is in conse- 
quence and unmistakably the Buchan polled—there is 
no other breed left in the country to apply that 
designation and description to, in fact; so that settles 
that. The fourth was of course the horned highland 
breed, smaller apparently than the West Highlander 
raised in favorable localities, whose type justifies the 
claim that it has descended from the Urus; which 
descent also has been claimed in greater or less 
degree for the Aberdeen-Angus by Professor Prim- 
rose McConnell, a high authority. The efforts of the 
Williamsons to introduce the use of Fifeshire bulls 
on the kindred horned stock of Aberdeenshire has 
been alluded to by Mr. McCombie in his ‘‘Cattle and 
Cattle Breeders’? where he remarks that the blood 
may still be present in some spots of the county. 
But Dr. Skene-Keith produces George Williamson s 
own evidence that of all these breeds the only one 
preferred was No. 3 of the table—‘‘They decidedly 
prefer the true native breed, unmixed and raised by 
good keeping, to the mixture of the Falkland or 
Fifeshire breed and that of this county; and con- 
sider these to be much superior to the English or to 
any foreign breeds. . . . They prefer the native 
low-country breed to the larger ones as they are 
most easily maintained, are more hardy in work, have 


flesh of the finest grain and pay better in propor- 
tion to the goodness of their keep.” As to the feed- 
ing qualities of these we find in column 2, of the 
table the following referring to each. (1) Slow feed- 
ers, not hardy, not easily kept; very docile: (2) 
Good feeders, generally docile and pretty hardy. (3) 
Great feeders, sufficiently docile and very hardy. 
(4) Extremely hardy, but not docile nor used to good 
feeding. In every other column of information No. 
3 is rated highest. 

Thus we had an improved native polled breed of 
cattle in Aberdeenshire of the kind so much praised 
by the English correspondent as being equal to any; 
which was used for crossing purposes elsewhere as 
in Caithness in 1802; and which we infer must have 
comprised a large portion of the heavy stock referred 
to in The Farmer’s Magazine (Edinburg) May 1821, 
p. 131, where we are informed that “perhaps no 
other county sends a greater number (to England) 
or a superior kind (he means of course a more super- 
ior kind). .. Along the coast where the pas- 
ture is finer they are much larger.’ This of course 
referred directly to the cattle of the Buchan district 
of Aberdeenshire where Aikey Brae was covered with 
thousands of black polled cattle, during the holding 
of the gerat markets there. 

Such is the sort of information one who knows 
how to get it can secure from these old publications. 
Lucky when we find them. The New York Public 
Library has been very prolific in these researches and 
the results are such as: to encourage those inclined 
to delve into such old publications. There must be 
a vast amount of this sort of information to be dis- 
covered that, as will be admitted from the sort of 
it here reproduced, is of vital importance. This in- 
formation, coming down to us from the very time 
of Williamsons, is a rich find. And the evidence 
furnished by the Chandler ox of Smithfield of 1807 
shows that there must have been many an ox without 
horns appearing among Black (or other colored) 
Scotch Highland (or northern, i.e. Aberdeenshire, etc.) 
cattle, it being about this time that the two sorts 
polled and horned came to be separated into droves 
or herds of each kind, as pointed out by our own 
Boswell, of Balmuto and Kingeaussie.
